Threatened War Between England and 
Northern States. 

There now scarcely remainsn gleam of hope 
that peace will be preserved between England 
and what remains of the United States. The 
arrest of Slidell and Mason on board a -British 
vessel, sailing from one neutral port to anoth- 
er, has l>een pronounced by the law officers of 
the Crown, in England, to be contrary to the 
law of nations, and England has demanded 
the release of the prisoners and an apology 
for the insult to her flag.

Tbo Attitude of England. 

Wo copy the following from the Albany 
(N. Y.) Atlas and Argus : 

That England would make tho affair of the 
Trent a cause of quarrel with us. we novcr 
doubted. It was in that view that we regard- 
ed the arrest of the envoys as a most unto- 
ward event, for while it was an assumption 
of authority that had no warrant in interna- 
tional law, it was n reversal, in action, of all 
thnt we had contended for, during all our ex- 
istence, in benalf of neutral rights. We ad- 
vised then that, beforo demand should bo 
made, or the humiliation of a menac-j bo o '. 
fered to us, we should submit the question of 
international law to the Russian Minister nt 
Washington, or to some other representative 
of a neutral power, nnd abide by the decision. 
Such n submission, made voluntarily, and in 
the interests of international law, would have 
elevated, instead of lowering our position 
among the Powers ofthe World. 

We have let this opportunity pass, nnd 
now Grent Britain has sent forward her de- 
mand, accompanied by arrogant threats and 
humiliating demonstrations of force. Her 
demeanor does not, it is true, alter tho nature 
of the question, or the serious character of tho 
rights involved. But it makes their solution, 
in the spirit of justice and public policy, more 
difficult; and it throws an obstruction in the 
way of our Administration, already embar- 
rassed by the excess of its responsibilities. 

Arbitration is still open to us, it is true, if 
the claimant for reparation is content with 
such a reference. Even without this, we may 
content ourselves by using the occasion and the 
persons of the-e envoys to enforce from Eng- 
land some construction of the limits of the 
right of search and seizure, such as we bnve 
long contended for. and as our interests de- 
nsand- This nation cannot live nt peace un- 
der such doctrines of international law as that 
under which this seizure is sought to lie justi- 
fied. Our interest and our duty i« to come to 
such nn understanding with Great Britain as 
will settle this question forever, as between 
us, and incorporate the decision, so far as the 
authority of two gre t maritimu powers , 
of the world can do it. intothe law of nations, i 
Such n concession of doctrine made to us 
would bc more than the equivalent of the sur- 
render of these emissaries. 

Whatever we have said upon this subject : 
has been uttered in the interests of our Gov- 
ernment and of civilization. We desired to 
support it, in advance, in what we thought 
would be its course; and wo desired that its 
course should be through the path of honor 
to public safety. Whatever may be its deci- j 
sion now, whether to bold on to its po ition 
at the hazard of war, or to settle the contro- 
versy on the basis of such mutual concessions j 
as we have indicated, we will stand by the 
GoveTr.mstrtt. It must decide. We arc in 
one ship, nnd the only hope now is to cling 
together to the wreck. Concert of action < 
may save us. even in such a tempest as now 
threatens to overwhelm us. 

But let us not underrate a war with Eng- 
land, as we have tin- contest w ith tho South. I 
The struggle would be a terrible one, nnd one ! 
only to be pursued by the sacrifice of Govern- ' 
ment, of property, of life, of social order, of 
public und private prosperity. It would i e 
a revolutionary and supreme struggle, Inoh i 
as individuals make in tho iininence of a ' 
bloody death, when nil means arc justified, 
and no sacrifice is too great for safety. 

Let it not be forgotten that in such a war 
England would commence w^th the co-opera- 
tion of France, and that this is already secur- ; 
ed. The British Navy would lift the blockade ' 
from the Southe-n ports and impose it on us, | 
and the English fleet in the Indian Ocean ' 
would shut up the outlets of California by ! 
sea. and. by isolating it. detach it and its 1 
tfeas tires from us, so that we could only hold I 
it by the imperfect threads of the telegraph 
and the overland routes. The Confederate 
force of 400,(KJO men in the South would be a j 
British army, and the 100,000 provincial nnd 
regular troops would occupy the Canada line. 
The war steamers and mailed vessels, which 
F^ngland has la-en accumulating, ostensibly in 
fear of France, but not wholly without pre- 
vision of such a contest as this, might bom- ' 
bard our defenseless ports on the Atlantic nnd 
the lakes England would expect to gain, in 
return for this, the monopoly of cotton and a 
market for manufactured goods, from which , 
the North would be always excluded. This ' 
is the worst aspect of the case; nnd these 
evils would fall upon us in the beginning. 
What the end would be it is not for human 
ken to penetrate. If we pursued the strug- 
gle of war with the energies we have unfold- 
ed in peace, we Would, before the close, carr\ 
de-olntion into tho homes of our enemies, and . 
destroy the perfidious dynasties that menace 
us in the flames of revolution. 

Let not the struggle come if it enn bonvoid- 
ed ; but if it rrust come, let us bear ourselves 
in it with that heroic fortitude that becomes ] 
the citizens of a great republic. Let us not 
hope to avoid it by dishonorable capitulations. 
England bus watched for a pretext for a rup- 
ture, and we have given hor one. But if she 
was looking for one, nnd was determined to 
find one, let us not deceive ourselves with the 
hope that tho settlement of this question pre- j 
vents the threatened peril. Before the pro- 1 
vocation came, the preparation was made. 
As has been well said, "they wero scraping I 
lint in South Carolina, before the Presidential ' 
votes Were counted; ' so they were fitting out ; 
fleets for our coasts, and sending regiments to 
our borders, before the Confederate Envoys 
were appointed. When a nation is determin- 
ed on war. the party on whom it attempts to fix 
it cannot avoid it even by conciliatory sub 
mission. 

Wo never doubted that England, nfter in- 
stigating and encouraging the abolition agita- 
tion of the North, feeding it with men and 
money, would turn about and favor the South, 
giving it arms and means, and secret counsel 
and hope; nor that, when the time came, it 
Would openly espouse the cause of thnt one 
of the belligerents which it should seleit 
with the hope of making a separation eter- 
nal. 

Ob ! for the old Union of tho States ! Oh ! 
for the old Democracy, with its wnrliko na- 
tional spirit, w ith its love of country that did 
not ask to re-form it, but only let it grow to 
the proportions that God and Nature design- 
ed for it ! And, oh! for one year of Jackson 
to lead it!

A Singular Incident. 

The Lynchburg Republican ofthe 2fith ult., 
publishes the following incident, remarkable 
alike for its singularity as well as for its mel- 
ancholy fulfillment to the brothor of one of 
tire parties concerned :

Lincoln s proclamation was issued, n \ onng 
Virginian, named Sumnierfield, was visiting 
the city of New York, where he made the ac- 
quaintance of two Misses Holmes, from Wa- 
terbury, Vermont. He became somewhat in- 
timate with the young ladies, and the inter- 
course seemed to be mutually agreeable. The 
proclamation was issued, nnd the whole North 
thrown into a blaze of excitement. On visit- 
ing the ladies one evening, at the hour of part- 
ing, they remarked to Suinmerflelil that their 
present meeting would probably be the last ; 
they must hurry home to aid in making up 
the overcoat* and clothing for the volunteers 
from their town. Mimmcrticld expressed his 
regret that they must leave, but St the same 
time especially requesting them to seo that 
the overcoats were well made, as it was his 
intention, if he ever met the Vermont regi- 
ment in battle, to hill one of there and take 
his coat. 

Now for the sequel. Virginia seceded. 
The Second Vermont regiment, a portion of 
which was from the town of Watarbury/, was 
sent to Virginia. The battle of Manassas was J 
fought, in which they were engaged, and so 
eras Bummerfleld. During the battle S. mark- ' 
ed his man, not knowing to what State he be- 
longed ; the fatal ball w as sped on its errand j 
of death ; the victim fell at the flash of the | 
gun. and upon rushing up to secure the dead 
man's arms, Sunimerlield observed that he 
bad a fine new overcoat strapped to his back, 
which he determined to appropriate to bisown 
use. The light was over, and Sumnierfield 
had time to examine his prise, when, remark- 
able as it may appear, tho coat eras marked 
with the name of Thomas Holmes, and in tho 
pockets wore found letters, signed with the 
name of the sister, when Sumnierfield had 
known in New York, nnd to whom be had 
made the remark we have quoted, in which 
the dead man w as addressed as brother. The 
evidence was conclusive— be had killed the 
brother of his friend, and the remark which be 
had made in jest had a melancholy fulfill- 
ment. We arc assured this narrative is liter- 
ally true. Summertield now wears the cont. 
and, our informant states, is not a little im- 
pressed with the singularity of the coinci- 
dence.

made for the interest of tho manufacturers, j 
When a proposition was made last year to tax i 
distilleries nnd breweries, and their product*, 
it was rejected, lest it should be unpopular! 
All classes cry out for expenditure — none are 
willing to bear taxation. 

The war cannot be carried on — the govern- I 
ment cannot be sustained — if tbis spirit pre- 
vails. If we shrink from the beginning of 
the sacrifice, what will we do in the end ?! 
When the national debt rises to one thousand ! 
millions, how arc we to meet its interest even.' j 
Onc-tith of the wealth of the L'nion is in New i 
York, nnd upon it will fall ono-fifth of the ! 
burden of taxation! If to seventy mil-] 
add one hundred millions for the 
expenses of government, wo shall i 
'find that one-tilth is burden enough. We i 
! now raise for all Slate, town, and county pur- 1 



w ill necessarily be increased, Instead of di- 
minished, owing to increased pauperism, and 
to the growing wants of government. The 
assc«sed valuation of the Staje is fifteen hun- 
dred million dollars; and this, owing to bank 
failures, business suspensions, and deprecia- 
tion of property, will diminish. To raise fif- 
ty-two millions annually, upon such a basis, 
will tax the ingenuity of Mr. Chase, and the 
endurance and resources of even this great 
Stale. What poorer States will do. and how 
much of the burden rejected by them is to 
fall back upon us, remains to be seen. 

Wo must meet the beginnings of the evil. 
We must pay taxes to lusdujn credit and keep 
down the rate of interest; and we must do 
this nt once. In this matter of national 
debt, wo are all pushing upwards a heavy 
ball, and if wo give way for a moment even, 
or one band is withdrawn, it will roll back 
and crush us all under its weight.

Early cesterday morning our scouts brought 
us information that the large rebel train and 
reinforce nents which had marched south to 
intercept, and the larger portion were march- 
ing south from Wnverly. intending to camp 
at night near Mil ford. General Pope brought 
the main body of the army in position a few- 
miles south of Waverly, and sent a select 
force under Col. Jeff. C. Davis a few miles 
south of Knob Rooster and Warrensburg to 
come on the left and rear of the enemy, at 
the same time ordering Mervill's cavalry to 
march from Warrensburg and come upon 
the right. 

Colonel Davil pushed rapidly forward and 
came up to the enemy in the afternoon, drove I 
in his pickets, carried a strongly defended j 
bridge by a vigorous assault, and drove the: 
enemv into the timber, who, finding himself i 
surrounded, surrendered his force of 1,200 
men, 

Two Colonels, one Lieutenant, one Major 
and seventeen Captains were taken prisoners, 
and sixty Wagons, heavily laden with sup- 
plies and clothing, and a large number of 
horses and mules fell into our hands. 

Our loss was two killed and fourteen wound- 
ed; that of the enemy was considerably great- j 
er. 

This is the best planned and executed ac- 
tion of the war, and reflects great credit on 
the General commanding and the officeis and 
men who so faithfully and promptly carried 
out his plans.

§ G. That each horseman, for the services of his 
horse, shall receive five dollars per month, and 
in case his horse is killed by tbe enemy, he shall 
be paid tiie value of the horse, not exceeding one 
hundred and fitly dollars. 

I) 7. That the commander in the field may or- 
ganize individuals who tender themselves into 
companies, and such companies as may tender 
themselves into squadrons, battalions, and regi- 
ments, and permit them to elect their officers, 
who shall, when so elected, be commissioned by 
the Governor on the certificate of the General 
Commanding. 

§ 8. That the Coventor is authorized to ac- 
etyl the services of squadrons, battalions, and 
regiments, when tendered as such, and commis- 
sion the officers elected by the squadrons, bat- 
| (aliens, and regiments so organized ; the election 
| of officers by any company, battalion, squadron, 
I or regiment shall be superintended and conduct- 
ed by an v justice of the peace, or judge of the 
county court, who muy be called on for that
